“ T'HE early ages of every nation are enveloped in dark clouds, 
impervious to the rays of hifloric light. An attempt, therefore, (fays 

^nrrpninus Writer! to trace the arts of Poetry and Mufic to their 
fource S in this, or in any other country, mull be unfuccefsful : r rhey are 
coeval with its original inhabitants ; for man is both a Poet and Mu- 
r Z hv nature But our bufinefs with thofe arts does not commence 
4ll an o^derof men, who for fome time united both characters, appears 

" iti^hiftodans Iracelel/Mufic and Bards to a very high antiquity 
Whence they were derived is indeed not quite fo certain ; but it 
commonly fuppofed that the Irilh received them from the Milefians, 
and the Milefians from fome parts of the Eaft. It is certain the Druis 
and Bards had colleges in Ireland prior to the fifth century. The 
Bards originally received their education from the Druids, who were 
fhe priefts of thofe times; whofe laws and fc.ences were conveyed 
through the medium of Poetry, and recommended by the cbms o 
Mufic 8 Their inflruftions, however, were always oral; neither their 
policy, nor the fuperftition of the times, futfering them to be committed

to writing; fo that the education of a young Bard was feldom com- 
pleated under a dozen years. Thefe accomplilhed, he was honoured 
with a kind of Doftor’s degree, called Ollamh, fuppofed fufficiently qua¬ 
lified for all the duties of his office, and fometimes admitted among 
the Druids. 

At this early period the Bards, originally a fingle order of men, were 
divided into the following dalles, all of which had fome concern with 
M ufic: 

The Filea, or Poet, whofe office it was to turn the precepts of re¬ 
ligion into verfe—— to compofc birth-day odes, epithalamiums, martial 
odes, &c.—to teach their princes—to entertain the chieftains and their 
guefls at public feflivals—to animate the army, and raife the cry of war. 

» T’ applaud the valiant, and the bafe controul; 

“ Diflurb, exalt, enchant the human foul !” 

The Brehon, or legiflative Bard, not only made and adminiftered the 
laws, but it was his duty to chaunt them to his harp, as he was feated 
on an eminence in the open air. 

I be 

the Reader is indebted for moft of the following particular which refpeft the Bards. 
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The Seanacha was antiquarian, genealogid, and hiftorian- He re¬ 
corded remarkaole events, and preferved the genealogy of his patron, 

Befide the above, there was an inferior order, called Oirfiaigh , or 
inftrumental performers; who were further diftinguifhed by the in- 
flruments on which they played. 

1 he Gaoine, or Funeral Song, was a folemn ceremony which ac¬ 
companied the interment of their chiefs. On this occafion, the offi¬ 
ciating Druid having performed the religious rites, and the pedigree 
ol the deceafed having been recited by his Seanacha, the proper Bard 
iang the Caoine, which he accompanied with his harp ; being affided by 
a chorus of inferior Bards and mindrels, and fometimes a company of 
women. 

1 he following; extradt from one cf thefe Eilegies, compofed on the 
death cf Cuckullin, may give an idea of the natural fublimity of thefe 
compofitions, and will not, it is prefumed, be unacceptable to readers 
$f tude and fenfibility. 

<( By the dark rolling waves of Lego, thev raifed the hero’s tomb. 
—Luach at a didance lies, the companion of Cuchullin at the chace — 
Bled be thy foul, fon of Semo ; thou wert mighty in battle :—Thy 
drength was like the drength of a dream ; thy fpeed like the eagle’s 
wing. 1 hy path in the battle was terrible : the deps of death were 
behind thy Iword —Bled be thy foul, fon of Semo : car-borne chief of 
Dunfcaiack ! 

‘ I ^ ou had not fallen by tjie fword of the mighty ; neither was thy 
biood.on the fpear of the valiant.—The arrow came like the ding of 
oeath in a biad : nor did the feeble hand which drew the bow perceive 
it Peace to thy foul in thy cave, chief of the Ide of Mid !” (b) 

On the edablifhment of Chridianity, the Druids of courfe vanifhed, 
but the uards remained ; and fome of them, being converted, fung 
hymns to the honour of God and his faints. One of thefe, at lead, 
(reach)' was made a biffiop by . w t. Patrick, in the fifth century, and fe- 
veral Ouiers of them commenced clergymen. From this time Mufic 
greatly fluunlhed in the Irifh churches, infomuch that in the tenth cen¬ 
tury, the abbey of Mungret, near Limerick, out of 1500 religious, had

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500 choriders. (c) About this time the clergy introduced the ac¬ 
centual characters of the Romiffi church, the Irifh not appearing to 
have had any method of mufical notation of their own. 

Formerly great part of the Irifh mufic was military , and every chief 
had his peculiar War Cry * It has been alfofuppofed that the various 
invafions to which thefe people were fubjcCl, firlt gave a melancholic 
tindlure to their Mufic, and introduced among them the minor mode. 
This arifes, however, from an idea that the Mufic of all countries 
was originally major ; an hypothefis that will admit of debate ; and it 
is to be added, that folitude, and various other circumdances, might 
produce the fame effeCts. 

TF*e ancient Mujical Injlruments of the Irifh have furnifhed matter 
of curious enquiry, (d) The principal were the Harp and Bagpipe. 
Of the former they had four varieties, differing in fize, foYm, and lum¬ 
ber of drings. Indeed, this feems to have been the favourite indrumentof 
many northern nations, and has been fuppofed to have originated among 
them. The Irifh probahly had it from the Mi'iefians, and conveyed it 
to the Highlanders and Welfh. But it was alfo well known in the 
Ead. Mr. Bruce deferibes the painting of leverai he met with in the 
ruins of ancient Thebes : But we know, from better authority, that it 
was at a very early period the favourite of the Hebrews. The Bagpipe, 
indeed, was probably a northern indrument, yet not exclufiveiy io; 
fince we find an indrumentof this kind among the Greeks, Chinefe, 
and feveral other nations. Of this indrument there are alfo varieties; 
the large War Bagpipe is peculiar to the Highlanders, and well calcu¬ 
lated to animate their warlike and ferocious temper : but the Irilh 
Bagpipe is fmaller, blown by the mouth, and capable of great fweet- 
nefs and expreffion. 

Among the vocal Mufic of the Irifh a dranger would not expeCt 
much excellency, on account of the apparent harfhnefs of the language : 
There are not wanting, however, advocate, for this; who ..ffert, 
(drange as it may feem) that the Irifh is more muiicai than even the 
Italian, or any other European language (e) 

The dile of the ancient Irifh Mufic is iaid by their early writers to 

have

have been enharmonic. If fo, it mufl be in the fame fenfe that Dr. 
Burney explains the term in relation to the Old Enharmonic of the 
Greeks; i. e. without Semitones, (f) 

“ The Jrifli Mufic is in fome degree, (fays a native) diftinguifhed 
from the Mufic of every other nation by an infinuating fweetnefs, which 
forces its way irrefiftably to the heart.’* (g) Abating fomething for 
national partiality, a great degree of excellence muft be allowed to the 
plaintive airs, and a wonderful glee and vivacity to the jigs. 

We have hinted, on a former occafion, that the Scots probably de¬ 
rived a great part of their Mufic from the Irifh ; (h) and there is rea- 
fon to think the Wellh were indebted to the fame mailers. 

But to return to our Narrative.—At the revival of literature, the 
Bards were reduced to two dalles \ viz. Hiftorians and Rhapfodills; 
from which laft the modern Bards were derived. One of thefe. O'Car¬ 
rol, flourilhed with a fchool of pupils, in the year 1340. 

Our Henry VII l. in compliment to the mufical fame of Ireland, gave 
them a harp for their arms, and James I. quartered it with thole of 
France and England. 

Several famous Bards flourilhed in the reign of Elizabeth : But as we 
know not that any of their Mufic is preferved, it would afford little en¬ 
tertainment to recite their names. 

The prefent century has produced fome eminent Bards.— Cor mac 
Common, (i) (or Cormac Dali; z. e. Blind Cormac) was born May 
1703, in the county of Mayo, of poor parents, and within the firlt 
year had the misfortune to lofe his fight by the fmall-pox. He is ce¬ 
lebrated for. being the laft of the Tale-Tellers j and recited his melan¬ 
choly narrative much in the manner of cathedral chaunting. He was a 
poet, a harper, and, when young, a fine finger ; and was lately, at the 
age of more than four-fcore, living near Dunmore, in the county of 
Galway. 

But the moft eminent of all the modern Bards was the famous Ca- 
rolan, author of a great part of the tunes jm the following collection ; 
who therefore claims our particular attention.

T itr lough O Ca rolan (k) was born at Nobber, in the county 
of Weftmeath, A. D. 1670, on a fpot denominated from his anceftors, 
though it has been feveral ages in other hands. The fmall-pox, at a 
very early period, deprived him of his eye-fight, and 

“ Knowledge at one entrance quite (hut out.*’ 

But Providence, as in many fimilar inftances, in fome degree com- 
peniated for this lofs, by bellowing on him a fine ear and taftc for 
Mufic. So that, as himfelf ufed quaintly to exprefs it, his eyes were 
tranfplanted into his ears. 

Our Bard difeovered early marks of a mufical genius, and at twelve # 
years old he had an inftrudor for the harp; but, (as often happens) 
his diligence not keeping pace with his genius, he never excelled as 
an inftrumental performer, and feldom ufed his inftrument but in ex¬ 
tempore effufions, or as an accompanyment to his voice; and even 
this office was frequently fupplied by a domeftic. 

Blindnefs is no certain defence againil love. Cardan found this ; 
for pretty early in life he became enamoured with a Mifs Bridget 
Cruife, which is faid to have firlt tuned’ his harp to love, though, in 
this inftance, his love was unfuccefsful. An incident with reference to 
this Lady is related, which fhews that the lofs of one fenfe may be the 
perfection of feveral others. Our Bard’s blindnefs was not only com- 
penfated by' an ear nicely tuned to harmony, but by an exquifite 
fenfibility in feeling. In a fubfequent part of life, being induced by the 
fuperllition of that religion in which he had been educated, and to which 
he always tenacioufly adhered, he made a pilgrimage to a celebrated 
cave, called 67 . Patrick's Purgatory, fituated on an ifland in the county 
of Donegal.—Handing fome other pilgrims into the boat, he chanced 
to take the hand of the above Lady, and inftantly exclaimed, “ This 
is the hand of Bridget Cruife a circumftance that awakened in full 
vigour the recdleClion of his early attachment. 

Cardan’s want of luccefs with the firlt objcCt of his attachment, did 

not

not cool his paflion for the fair fex, and the lofs of Mifs Cruife was 
fupplied in the embraces of a Mifs Mary Macguire ; a young Lady of 
good family, though not remarkable for meeknefs or ceconomy. At 
this time, it is fuppofed, he took a fmall farm near Mofhtll, in the 
county of Leitrim, and erefted a little houfe, where himfelf and lady 
enjoyed theml'elves, and entertained their friends ; till, in the fequel, 
they discovered that neither his genius nor her beauty were lufficient to 
keep open doors, or fupply their table even with the neceffanes, and 
much lefs the luxuries of life. 

This was probably one circumftance that induced Cardan to com¬ 
mence itinerant Bard, and exhibit a genuine reprefentation of Homer s 
Demodocus. He traverfed the country on his own horfe, attended by a 
domettic Harper. The doors of the Nobility and Gentry were every 
where thrown open for his entertainment. He fcorned to compole tor 
hire; but his conftant cuftom was to reward his benefactor with a long, 
made on himfelf, or a principal branch of the family : Some of the molt 
celebrated of thefe (and diftinguiflied by the name of the fubject) were 

.compofed on -Jones, Efq. of Money Gla!>, in the county of Lei- 

trim-J. Nugent, Efq. of Cattle Nugent, Culambre, and his fair 
filler, Mifs Grace Nugent—all which will be found in the following

The occafion of feveral other of his compofitions is remarkable.— 
Tradition fays, that O’Rourke, a powerful and turbulent Into chief¬ 
tain, was invited by the politic Elizabeth, queen of England, on a viht 
to her court. Before he left his native country, he affembled all his 
vaffals and neighbours, and gave them a fumptuous treat at his calUc. 
This event Mr. Mac Gauran, a gentleman of Leitrim, who pollelled a 
happy talent at ludicrous poetry, made the fubjeCl of a long, (m) 
which Carolan, his contemporary and friend, fet to Mufic ; and Pla- 
racana Ruarcach, or O’Rourke’s Feaft, is left a monument to their

Once, at the earned: remonftrance of his medical friends, 
he refrained fix weeks from his favourite liquor, during which his ulual 
gaiety and genius forfook him. At length, unable to contain any 
longed he procured a glafs of it tofmell to. Immediately as the fumes 
reached his^ead, his countenance brightened— his vivacity rekindled 
and he could no longer refill the bewitching draught- Before morning 
he compofed the charming fong of Carolan sReceipt, (p) _ 

As to treat the Bard was a certain method of infpirmg bis Mufe, 
fo to deny the exhilarating draught was equally fure to attraft his fa- 
tire One O’Flynn, the careful butler of a certain parfimomous lady,

drawn from this and fimilar narrations, mull be left to the cool investi¬ 
gation of philofophy. 

’ It is reported, that when Geminiani was at Dublin, he had the cu- 
riofity to try the genius of Carolan, by procuring a piece of Italian 
Mufic to be played to him, excellent in itfelf, but purpofely vi¬ 
tiated in certain places. Carolan was delighted with the Mufic ; but 
much to the furprife of the hearers, difeovered, and even rertified its 

deferts. # . 

At another time, it is faid, meeting with a mufician. of lorne emi¬ 
nence at the houfe of an Irifh nobleman, he challenged him to a trial of 
ikill. The mufician played Vivaldi’s fifth concerto on his violin. This 
finifhed, Carolan, with wonderful exartnefs, repeated it on his harp, 
though he had never before heard it; and, to increafe the furprife 
of his auditory, added another concerto of his own, extemporary, in 
which he copied the tafte of the Italian compofer, in a manner quite 
aftonifhing. 

It has been obferved above, that Carolan was a Roman Catholic, and 
it ftiould be added, that he compofed feveral pieces of Sacred Mufic, 
which, with great devotion, he performed in the public fervice, to the 
aftonifhment of the congregation. 

In the year 1733, Carolan loft his beloved Mary Macguire, who 
had lived faithfully in obfeure retirement with her children, while our 
Irifh Orpheus traverfed the country. This event threw a gloom upon 
his mind, and is thought to have haftened his death, which happened 
inMarch 1738, at the houfe of Mrs. Mac Dermot, of Alderford.. Dr. 
Goldfmith relates, (upon what authority is uncertain) that even in the 
article .of death he called for a draught of his beloved liquor, which 
being brought at his earned importunity, he was not able to fwallovv ; 
but returned it with this unfeafonable jeft,\hat it would be hard indeed 
for two fuch friends as he and his cup to parOwithout killing ; and then 
expired, (q) 

Carolan was buried in the church-yard of Kilronan, in the diccefe

of Ardagh, where his (hull was lately obferved rudely fcattered among 
the fpoils of death, and diftinguifhed from the vulgar multitude by a 
ribband appended thereto.—A circumftance this, which would have 
animated the genius of a Yorick to the higheft pitch of elegant en- 

thufiafm. , ■ • r 

Our Bard was lamented in an humble Elegy, written by his face- 
tious friend and companion, Charles Mac Cabe; but which has no 
merit to excite the Reader’s curiofity. 

Carolan left fix daughters and a fon ; the latter taught the Irifh harp, 
and publifhed a collertion of his father’s pieces ; the moft favourite of 
which, with feveral others therein omitted, will be found m the follow¬ 
ing Collection, to the number of more than thirty. # , 

The public opinion of Cardan’s merit, and the efteem in which he 
is held by the moft eminent ProfefTors* may be inferred from the inler- 
tion of fo many of his pieces in our modern operas and entertainments. 

Before we conclude this EfTay, the Reader may expert fome-informa- 
tion as to the other airs which form this Collection. Many of them in¬ 
deed are well known, and have long been favourites with the public ; 
but of fome others, there are a few particulars too curious to be with¬ 
held 

The Dumpy or Melancholy Tune, No. II. is faid to have been fung 
by the Irifh women on the field of battle, after a terrible flaughter made 
by Cromwell’s troops, in Ireland.—No. LIV. was compofed m the reign 
of Henry VIII. the original words being in honour of the ancient Irifh 
drefs.—No. XCI. is commonly fung by the Irifh Ruftics, at the 
plough.—No. IX. XXIX. and feveral others, are remarkable for 
their high antiquity, as well as beautiful fimplicity. 

It need only be added, that great pains have been taken to make 
the baftes as familiar and pleafing as cmcumftanccs would admit. 
Several of the airs have never appeared with any accompaniment be¬ 
fore and many of them would not admit a ftrirt conformity to mo¬ 
dern rules. This may be proper to be obferved, that the Editor may 
not be condemned for violating rules which could not be conformed to 
with propriety ; and to which no experienced Mufician would attempt 
to reduce airs compofed before the laws of Harmony were known.
